saloon at 821 Market street after he 
had slightly wounded two detec- 
tives. 

Ellis’ mother, Mrs. Mary Lisnick, 
died last night at 6:15 o’clock in 
the Cook County Hospital at Chi- 
cago. 

The St. Louis detectives had been 
sent to arrest the man on informa- 
tion that he might be Claude McGee, 
ugitive murderer. He had spent

He has taken very little 
nourishment, it was said, and has 
been given frequent injections to 
sustain his strength. 

It was learned that the death of 
the Pope may come at any moment.. 
Medical reports for the last three 
days have indicated continued 
spread of the circulatory stagnation 
which has confined him to bed for 
almost four weeks. He is 79 years 
old.

Airline Officer’s Theory. 

United Air Line executives said 
Pilot Edwin W. Blom apparently 
struck the top of Oak Mountain 
while trying to reach an open land- 
ing place in the San Fernando Val- 
ley just two miles away. The ship 
crashed down the slope, shearing 
off scrub oak trees in its path, 
Pieces’of fuselage were strewn for 
nearly 1000 yards.

-OF AIRLINER CRASH 


Plane Brushed Tree Tops First 
—-Rebounded 20 Yards 
Up Side of Gulch. 


By RELMAN MORIN, 
Associated Press Correspondent. 
SAUGUS FALLS, Cal., Dec.. 29.— 


Fox O’Callahan, a cowboy, who ac- 
companied the writer, picked up the 
trail leading to the wrecked air- 
liner when he found a piece of alu- 
minum marking the point at which 
the plane had struck a scrub oak. 
This was on the highest ridge of 
Oak Peak, in the Santa Susanna 
Mountains. 

A short distance ahead another 


tree had been broken, and a section 
of aluminum airplane material hung 
from a branch. We dismounted, be- 
cause of the steep trail, and made 
our way on foot to the wreck. 

The tragic last ride of the liner 
was plainly marked. 

Half-slipping down the steep, 
muddy wall, we passed more bits 
of wreckage. They were larger. 
The trees must have begun to slow 
the ship. There was a piece of wing. 
Here a bit of propeller. 


I picked up a strut-protector to 
lean against.

The airliner had not caught fire.

AFTER NEW YEAR’S 


Two Women to Be Taken 
to Alderson, W. Va., Dr. 
Muench and Wilfred 


Jones to Leavenworth, 


Denied appeal bond by. District 
Jugge George H. Moore and tenta- 
tively scheduled to go to Federal 
prisons shortly after New Year's 
day, the four prisoners in the 
Muench mail fraud and baby hoax 
case Will appeal today, by counsel, 


to the Circuit Court of Appeals for 


release on bail pending the Appel- 
late Court’s decision on their con- 
yiction. 

While the prisoners—Mrs. Nellie 
Tipton Muench, her husband, Dr. 
ludwig O. Muench, Attorney Wil- 
fred Jones, and Mrs, Helen Berroy- 
er—remain in City Jail, to which 
they were committed last Saturday, 
their lawyer, Verne R. C. Lacy, him- 
self a defendant in a pending dis- 
barment suit, will seek to show 
that they are eligible for bail under 
the strict rules of the Court of Ap- 
peals, which went in effect in Octo- 
ber, 1935. 

The rule on bail, modeled after 
the same principle in effect in the 
United States Supreme Court, is: 
“Bail shall not be allowed pending 
appeal, unless it appears that the 
appeal involves a substantial ques- 
tion whic.: should be determined by 
the Appellate Court.” 

Appeal Bond Denied. 

In denying appeal bond yester- 
day, Judge Moore remarked that 
this was a case in which, under the 
rules of the Supreme Court, he 


™ should refuse bond. At the time of 


making the ruling the Court was 
cognizant of the defense’s conten- 
tion that there was error in the 
trial record, through his perusal of 
the defendant’s motion for a new 
trial, in which their assignments of 
error were set out in detail. 

After Judge Moore had entered 
his order defense counsel asked 
that the prisoners be held in city 
jail at least until Thursday so 
that he might have time to go to 
the Court of Appeals on the ques- 
tion of bail. Judge Moore said that 
they would remain there at least 
that long. 

As -a matter of fact, the decision 
had been made not to transfer the 
defendants to prison until after 
New Year’s day because the books 
of the United States Marshal’s of- 
fice already have been closed for 
the quarter ending Dec. 31.° When 
transferred, Mrs. Muench will go 
to the women’s prison at Alderson, 
W. Va., for a 10year term, and Mrs. 
Berroyer will go to the same insti- 
tution to serve five years. Dr. 
Muench and Jones will go to the 
penitentiary at Leavenworth, to 
serve eight and 10 years, respec- 
tively. 

Dr. Muench’s Auto Seized. 

Dr. Muench’s Ford coupe, which 
he left on a parking lot at Eleventh 
and Chestnut streets Saturday 
smorning and was unable to take 
away because he was sent to jail 
shortly after noon, was seized today

LIKE BOARDING SCHOOL 


Cottages and Clubs at Institu- 
tion Where Mrs. Muench 
Will Serve. 


More like a girls’ boarding school 
than the traditional penal institu- 
tion, in appearance, management 
and exercise of discipline, the Fed- 
eral Industrial’ Institution for 
Women, to which Mrs. Nellie Tip- 
ton Muench and Mrs. Helen Ber- 
royer were sentenced, lies in the 
beautiful. Greenbriar Valley of 
West Virginia, high in the Alle- 
gheny Mountains. 

Only the high wire fence’ sur- 
rounding the 200-acre tract near Al- 
derson, and skillfully camouflaged 
bars on the windows that appear 
to be part of the decoration, hint 
that the women are there against 
their will. 

To be sure, there are cellis® for 


those who do not enter into the 
spirit of the efforts of modern 
penology to reclaim them but there 
are few that do not prefer the tidy 
rooms in the new buildings of modi- 
fied Colonial architecture and the 
comparative freedom of the place. 

Few gangster “molls” convicted 
of Federal offenses are sent to, Al- 
derson, most criminals of this type 
being sentenced to the Federal pen- 
itentiary at Milan, Mich. The 524 
inmates are largely first offenders 
convicted of narcotic, white slavery 
and mail fraud charges. If they 
prove unamenable to discipline 
they are sent to Milan. 

During prohibition, a large per- 
centage of those at the Alderson 
institution were sent there for 
liquor law violations. One such 
prisoner was Mrs. Katherine Post 
of Altus, Ark., mother of 16. chil- 
dren, whose 18-month sentence at- 
tracted public attention. 

Clubs in Each Cottage. , 

Even the words, “prison,” “peni- 
tentiary” and “reformatory” are 
carefully avoided at the “Industrial 
Institution.” Hach of the cottages 
on the “campus” houses 30 pris- 
oners, each in her own clean white 
room, 7 by 11 feet, furnished with a 
while enamel bed, chair, table and 
small dresser. Cells are only for 
the secluded cases. 

In each cottage live two women 
warders who lock the room doors 
at night at hours varying from 8 
to 9:30 o’clock. And, just as at 
most boarding schools, there are 
clubs—one in each cottage. 

The clubs, organized for “self- 
government,” have four classes of 
members: (1) probationary, or in- 
mates from quarantine who have 
not yet lived three months in the 
cottage; (2) voting members, . who 
have demonstrated by good conduct 
and earnest effort that they are in- 
terested in co-operative effort; (3) 
members of the Executive Commit- 
tee of five, who help man- 
agement of the cottage, and (4) 
members of the council, including 
members of the Executive Commit- 
tee and former members who have 
served with credit. ‘

SURREY TAILS 
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POWER FAILURE LEAVES 


NEWARK, N. J, IN DARK 


Metropolitan Area of 500,000 
Persons Affected by Blaze 
in Electric Plant. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 29.—A met- 
ropolitan area of 500,000 persons 
was plunged into darkness for five 
and one-half hours last night by 
electric power failure. All but one 
neighborhood in Newark, part of 
Elizabeth and smaller communi- 
ties in three counties, were affect- 
ed, as a fire in a substation cut the 
one power line into the area. 

Passengers in elevators were 
trapped between floors. |

electrician set up an emergency 
light operated with batteries.

Attention was called to the com- 
parative disrepair and the idleness 
of the Grant-Dent house by the re- 
habilitation of the neighboring 
dwelling in which Eugene Field, the 
poet, was born, at Broadway and 
Cerre street. The Field house has 
been opened as a museum by the 
Board of Ec -zation, its owner. M*~+. 
Moss. expressed hope that the pub- 
lic interest aroused in the Field 
House would redound to the benefit 
of the Grant-Dent house. 

“We are not likely te -have in our 
time,” she remarked, “anything else 
directly associated with a President 
of the United States.” 

Like the Field house, the Grant- 
Dent home was saved from wreck- 
ers. That was about 20 years ago, 
or longer. It and a companion 
dwelling adjoining it were pur- 
chased by John H. Gundlach when 
demolition was threatened. Mr. 
Gundlach, who died in 1926 and 
whose historical interest centered 
in Lincoln and Grant, formed the 
Grant-Dent Memorial Association to 
take over the. property. He paid 
several thousands dollars for it— 
just how much Mrs. Moss did not 
know—c ntributing some himself 
and raising the rest from public- 
spirited individuals.and organiza- 
tions..

The old Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce made an unsuccessful effort 
in 1924 to establish a fund for 
preservation of the house as a me- 
morial to Grant and a museum of 
the Civil War and Grant's life. In 
1934 the Historic Sites Committee 
of the Young Men’s Division of 
the Chamber of Commerce placed 
a light metal marker on the dwell- 
ing, setting forth that Grant and 
Miss Julia T. Dent were married 
there, Aug. 22, 1848, and lived there

A. D. Singh of the, University of 
Illinois, said in a. paper a. million 
and a half cubic feet of hot, dust- 
laden gas can be treated every 
minute. The washing element con- 
tains a solvent which removes by 
absorption 98 per cent of the sul- 
phur dioxide from gases harboring 
only 0.2 to 0.3 per cent. by volume. 
Stack gages from boiler furnaces 
were studied in a co-operative in- 
vestigation by the engineering ex- 
periment station of the University 
of Illinois and the Utilities Re-

State Department granted licenses

Co., Ltd., of Jersey City, N. J., after 
he insisted on his right under the 
neutrality law to make such ship- 


ments. 

Because the munitions embargo 
provisions of ‘the. Neutrality Act do 
not apply to civil conflicts like that 
ine Spain, the State Department has 
sought to prevent by: moral suasion 
alone the sending of war imple- 
ments to either side. It had no 
choice, however, but jo grant the 
licenses when Cuse applied. 

Some observers here said the fact 
that an American munitions dealer 
had received official permission to 
send arms to Spain might encour- 
age other nations with greater po- 
litical stakes in the outcome to dod 
likewise. This, it was held, might 
have a disastrous effect on the 
European non-intervention efforts. 

Sources close to the administra- 
tion said an effort might be made 
soon after the opening of Congress 
next Tuesday to block Cuse’s pro- 
posed exports. Separate legislation 
to prohibit specific shipments’ to 
Spain or an amendment to the pres- 
ent law, if enacted speedily, might 
accomplish this purpose, it was 
said. The present law expires May 1.

License tax returns of merchants 
and manufacturers, from the begin- 
ning of the city’s present fiscal 
year last April 10 to Dec. 24, in- 
clusive, showed total stock and sales 
of $804,659,000, as compared with 
$649,720,000 for the same period the 
previous year, License Collector 


Fred A. Renick said today. 

The increase in this year’s fig- 
ures, as compared with those for 
1935, was $154,939,000 or about 23 
per cent. Renick pointed out, how- 
ever, that the actual increase in 
business might not be as large, as 
about 1000 companies were required 
to file amended returns after their 
books were audited, and the in- 
creased figure, in each case, might 
not represent an actual increase in 
business, but simply an increase in 
the amended return over the origi- 
nal return. ; ) 

The license taxes paid on the 
amount returned this year, in the 
period from April 10 to Dec. 24, to- 
taled $2,503,010, an increase of $360,- 
132 over last year’s figure of $2,- 
142,878. The tax rate is $16.90 per 
$1000 on stock and $1.25 per $1000 
on saleé. 

The number of returns by mer- 
chants, the amounts returned, and 
the tax paid was as follows: (1936), 
13,645 returns; $41,536,200 in stock, 
$394,627,000 in sales; total tax, $1,- 
202,277; (1935), 11,906 returns, $37,- 
125,900 in stock, $333,467,000 in sales; 
total tax $1,048,632.

MEDICAL FRATERNITY 
AT ARTHRITIS GUNIC 


Dr. Ralph A. Kinsella Talks 
Before Members of Phi 
Beta Pi. 


Dr. Ralph A. Kinsella, director 
of the department of internal medi- 


cine at St. Louis University, dis 
cussed arthritis, or inflammation 
of the joints, at a clinic he con- 
ducted for members of Phi Beta 
Pi medical fraternity yesterday at 
Firmin Desloge Hospital. The fra- 
ternity is holding its twenty-fourth 
convention here. 

The disease is difficult to diag- 
nose and to treat because so Many 
of its features are still not un- 
derstood, he pointed out. There 
are two main types, rheumatoid 
and degenerative arthritis, but 35 
per cent of the patients who come 
to the hospital clinic cannot be 
classified. 

Regarding treatment Dr. Kinsella 
said, “We have studied the use of 
vaccines, but our experience has 
not shown the patient was benc- 
fited by such treatment. One clinic 
uses intravenous injections of ty- 
phoid vaccine. That has been 
largely discontinued.” 

The rheunmiatoid patients usually 
do not get better, but the degenera- 
tive or hypertrophic patients do, 
Dr. Kinsella continued. 

“When we get past 40 all of us 
tend to wear out the surfaces of 
cartilage,” Dr. Kinsella said. “Par- 
ticularly is this true of persons who 
are more muscular and who apply 
greater force in making move- 
ments. Gradually the outline of 
their bones becomes disturbed. The 
condition may be brought on by a 
man’s occupation which may cause 
him to wear out bone surfaces in 
the back, hips or knees.” 

Such persons whose bone sur- 
faces begin to wear out become 
hospital patients either through 
some injury, like a sprained ankle, 
or an acute inflammation in which 
several joints become swollen and 
tender, Dr. Kinsella explained. Per- 
sons who have Begun to wear out 
their bone surfaces. need proper 
weight support in their feet. -It 
is for that reason that a good pair 
of shoes is often an effective ma- 
neuver, he said. 

X-ray study of arthritis, he said, 
is very unsatisfactory because the 
X-ray technician does not see the 
clinical side of the picture and his

Only 57 Stake Horses. 


F all the thousands of Amer- 

ican bred race-horses’ that 
were in training last season in 
the United States and Canada, 
only 57 are of sufficiently high 
quality to be classed as “stake 
horses,” according to Algernon 
Daingerfield, secretary of the 
New York Jockey Club. 

Daingerfield’s investigation cov- 
ered more than 5000 thorough- 
breds that raced on metropolitan 
and adjacent tracks during the 
1936 campaign. While that does 
not cover the entire field, prac- 
tically every good horse competed 
in the East under his observa- 
tion at different times. 

Just in case you want to know 
what horses of real class are now 
active in this country we re- 
print Mr. Daingerfield’s list, 
which will, of course, be augment- 
ed with the influx of new rac- 
ing material on Jan. 1, the uni- 
versal birthday of all race 
horses:

Base Running Revival Needed. 


HE art of base stealing, once 

one of the strong features of 
successful baseball teams, has de- 
clined almost to the vanishing 
point. 
‘ The records of 1936 show that 
Lyn Lary of the Browns*led the 
major leagues with a total of 37 
while Pepper Martin of the Car- 
dinals topped the National with 
a mere 23. And-Pepper is sup- 
posed to be a demon on the paths. 

The showing is almost pitiful 
compared to the records of other 
days, especially the really ancient 
days of the national game. The 
all-time major league base steal- 
ing mark is 156 and was made by 
Harry Stovey in 1888, when he 
participated in only 130 contests, 
That’s better than one a game. 

In 1891 Billy Hamilton stole 115 
bases and the high mark for the 
beginning of the modern baseball 
era is that of Tyrus Cobb, who in 
1915 stole 96 bases. 

In the 21 Season that have 

elapsed since Cobb did his stuff 

the best mark ever achieved was 
that of Ben Chapman, who in 1931 
stole 61 bases,

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_BRIBING GERMANY TO KEEP THE PEACE. way 
Complications growing out of the Madrid Govern- 
ment’s seizure of the German freighter Palos, on 4 
charge of carrying contraband intended for the rebels, | 
are the latest international developments of the Span- 
ish civil war. Germany’s demands, accompanied by 
threats and a show of force, have met with partial 
compliance, but the incident is not yet at an end. 
It has been established by reliable neutral observ- 
ers that large shipments of munitions have been sent 
by Germany to the Spanish Fascist rebels. The 
seized vessel was carrying 1500 tons of war materials, 
Spanish official sources report.

Warfare of the future will be mechanical warfare, 
says Maj. John K. Christmas, army ordnance expert. 
Doughboys in the mud will no longer occupy the im- 
portant role. Instead, monstrous rumbling tanks by 
the hundred. thousand will do most of the fighting. 
Soldiers will still be needed, of course, to drive the 
tanks and fire their weapons, but manpower can be 
greatly reduced, the Major predicts. : 

Tanks, having tougher physiques and no nerves at 
all, can fight better than mere men. There is another 
advantage: their vital parts are interchangeable, so 
machine shops, equipped for quick repairs, will sup- 
plant hospitals. The Major cannily points out that 
tanks will require no insurance or pensions, thus 
making war cheaper. Neither do they vote, so one 
aftermath of war, the bonus drive, will be averted. 
The yarn industry may object, for sock-knitting will 
become virtually obsolete, but patriotism will find an 
outlet in buying windshield wipers and other acces- 
sories for the nation’s gallant Wefenders.

Commerce ig defined in the billeas the pro- 
duction of articles which enter into the flow 
of or affect interstate commerce. 

The bill would prescribe the conditions 
under which corporations may engage in 
such commerce. Among the conditions are 
prohibitions against child labor, against in- 
terference with the right of labor to organ- 
ize, against a refusal to bargain collectively 
and against unfair trade practices.

INCE the Christmas holidays 
Gere and all with the spirit of 
ce and good will, it.seems rather 
sad that Congress and the admin- 
stration are getting ready to en- 
e in a cat-and-dog fight over— 
of all things—neutrality.

Sad — and passing 
strange—but nevertheless, it is 
true, and this is the way of it: 

Everyone recognizes that Con-} 
gress, in the oncoming session, will 
enact neutrality legislation of some 
kind. (The present act expires 
May 1.) The administration knows 
what it wants. While it is quite 
willing to have the new legislation 
absolutely prohibit the shipment of 
‘arms, ammunition or implements 
of war,” it believes that other pro- 
hibitions should be left to the dis- 
eretion of the President. This is 
perfectly in line with the familiar 
New Deal tradition of leaving a 
large field open for the application 
of “executive orders.” 

The argument for this, reduced 
to its essence, is that the President 
is charged with the conduct of for- 
eign relations; that he has more 
information on the subject than 
Congress has; that he should be 
permitted much latitude, and, in- 
deed, that the new act should be 
fashioned into a weapon which he 
could use in his conduct of foreign 
relations. It is an argument cal- 
culated to evoke considerable sup- 
port beyond that of a merely par- 
tisan nature.

N the other side is a group of 
(senators led by Vandenberg of 

Michigan. Vandenberg probably 
is the outstanding Republican left in 
the country, and, at this very early 
writing, wquid seem to have the 
party nomination for President in 
1940 virtually sewed up.

I do not 
believe that we should become in- 
volved, in any way, shape or form, 
in any contest or controversy be- 
tween other nations. And I believe 
that Congress should enact legisla- 
tion to achieve that purpose up to 
the limit of its ingenuity and its 
yonstitutional powers. 

“Vesting ‘discretion’ in the Pres- 
ident means that vital decisions are

We become, in substance, an ally 
of one, and an enemy of the other. 
It jeopardizes our status as a neu- 
tral. We have become, as the dic- 
tionary so lucidly and succinctly 
points out, ‘involved.’ 

“In postponing decision about our 
neutrality until the trouble between 
other nations has progressed to an 
advanced stage, we encounter an- 
other hazard—as poor Woodrow 
Wilson discovered. If we wait un- 
til the foreign war has developed, 
we may find that large an influ- 
ential elements of our own people 
are making a. large profit out of 
it, that, to assert neutrality at such 
a stage, means exposing our banks 
to heavy losses, depriving our man- 
ufacturers of enormous orders, 
throwing millions of workers out 
of work, and—in short—putting an 
end to prosperity. 

“That means that the President 
has lost his so-called ‘discretion.’ 
There is only one decision he can 
make. Wilson made it, and the re- 
sult was that we entered the World 
War. I believe that the President 
should not be exposed to the neces-. 
sity of making such decisions, and 
I think it is quite possible for Con- 
gress to enact legislation which 
will prevent it.”

Brown was in a dilemma. He 
wished to withdraw.

“get” him because he had declared 
for Roosevelt. Mutual friends of 
Brown and Couzens pointed out to 
Brown that if Couzens failed of re- 
nomination, Brown would have two 
reasons for wishing to have the 
Democratic nomination: first, he 
would wish to beat the Republican 
who had beaten Couzens, and, sec- 
ond, he might succeed. 

So he stayed in—but he stayed in 
with the understanding, which he 
made very plain, that if he got the 
Democratic nomination and Couzens 
got the Republiean nomination, he, 
Brown, would make no campaign, 
and probably would openly indorse 
Couzens, his opponent. It was a 
situation such as is seldom encoun- 
tered in American politics,’ but it 
was the way Erown felt about it, 
and he had his way.

Yet Helen Jerome’s play 
does not simply rest on Miss Aus- 
ten’s laurels. It has a definite at- 
mosphere of its own. 

It is usually out of place to call 


if the cast is competent, yet first 
praise for carrying out the mood 
and period of the play must go to 
that first-ranking stage artist, Jo 
Mielziner, who did settings and 
costumes. Even after the wear of 
along New York engagement and a 
road tour, the scenery looks as au- 
thentic as the period rooms in the 
museums.

of liquid added, the pan covered 
tightly and baked in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) until done. 

It may be necessary to add more 
liquid, but if so, add only a small 
amount at a time, as this allows the 
meat to bgown and makes the gravy 
even better. 


A Thickening. 
Cornstarch thickening in a sweet 
sauce gives a clearer texture than 
flour. The sauce must cook longer 
to lose the raw flavor of the starch. 
Therefore, it is best not to add fruit 
juice until just before the sauce is

It 
is best to carry out the first six 
months of the treatment in a san- 
atorium, because there they learn 
the discipline of treatment and how 
to take care of themselves so they 
do not transmit the disease to 
others. But the treatment can be 
carried out at home in any climate. 

Climate is an unimportant ele- 
ment in treatment. 

The second most important ele- 
ment in treatment is plenty of 
good, fresh air—out of doors, if 
possible, in a room with the win- 
dows open day and night, summer 
and winter, at the very least. The 
body should be kept well warmed, 
with mittens and a flannel cap, if 

- necessary, but the air should be 
available to go into the lungs. 

Diet should be nutritious, but the 
old habit of stuffing these patients, 
especially with starches and sugars, 
milk, eggs and cream, has been 
superseded by three sensible meals 
a day not composed of such rich 
foods.

establish plenty of tricks without 
relying too much on East’s spade 
suit. Thus, when East’s spade 10 
held he laid down the heart king; 
when that held also he continued 
with the queen. The ace won and 
now declarer tried the diamond fi- 
nesse, It lost to West’s king and a 
spade return was taken by the ace. 
East then cashed the heart jack 
for the setting trick. 

As I said before, this hand is a 
type. Declarer had beaten himself 
by his very first play. The crux 
obviously was to avoid losing spade 
tricks to East’s announced suit but 
at the same time declarer had to 
worry about a shift to hearts! In 
order to control these twin situa- 
tions while the diamond suit was 
being established declarer had only 
to play dummy’s spade king on 
the lead of the nine-spot! As sim- 
ple as that! East would have been 
“stymied.” If he should take the 
ace and continue spades declarer 
would win the second trick, lead a 
low club to.dummy’s ace, and fi- 
nesse against the diamond king. 
West would never be able to put 
East back on lead! 

If East should win the spade 


king. and shift to hearts the ace 
would win and diamonds be fi- 
nessed as before. Defenders could 
then win only one spade, two 
hearts, and one diamond.
